Thu question come up recently 
a rn* mg the students al the I’aret 
-gical la b ­ 


oratory ol Colgate Unrvfrirty. 
The realize- 
lion that among their 
number 
were 
fellows 
looked up to but not liked, others almost uni­ 
versally liked, and a few heartily disliked, cry* 
(alined into a research which uncovered infor­ 
mation 
of 
exceptional 
value 
for 
everyone, 
whether student or professor, twine** or pro­ 
fessional man. executive or subordinate. 
One very telling point was established almost 
at the outset. 
The I IO men who took part rn 


the experiments were asked at a given signal to 
begin writing down as «p**edily as possible the 


initials of all persons they particularly disliked. 
H alf a minute later, this listing of dislikes was 
as suddenly stopped. 
M any of the listeners had not been able to 
think of more than one individual thev disliked; 
others consumed the time at lop speed and still 
had not exhausted their pet truman aversions. 
Certain of them had noled 14! 
Latei it de­ 


veloped— and heie was the vital thing— that 
those most given to minor hates were themselves 
the most unpopular. 


Also, the conviction was soon forced upon 
us that the explanation of hum sn likes and dis­ 
likes for other humans lay almost wholly in the 


actions of those other humans: first, in actions 
that tend to strike at oui pride and opinion of 
ourselves, and second, in acts (f at ok. duluth 
and distress us. 


T O U T , after all. these generalizations did not 


” 
tell specifically why persons were disliked. 
Again, the students were asked to write, each 
to portray some person he regarded with repug­ 
nance, with emphasis upon unliked traits of 
character, personality or conduct 
Sisters fraternity brothers, land­ 
lords, and landladies, all between 
16 ami 60, were the subjects of 
these articles. 
(There was sound 
reason to hold, before the experi­ 
ments 
ended, 
that 
some of 
the 
“ landlords'* and ‘landladies ' were 


parents of the writers!) 


Leaving out of consideration un­ 
natural traits which could have no 
general significance in this problem 
of likes and dislikes, such for exam 
pie 
as 
stuttering, 
we 
found 
91 


traits, of a type that could he con­ 
sidered 
universal, 
that 
appealed 
with relative frequency. 


Here then was a good starting 
point— here 
were 
“ dislike traits*' 
that had every chance of tieing re­ 
sented by great numbers of persons. 
So again we had each of the men 
produce a study of a second peison 
disliked, but this time confining the 
picture to the 91 aversion causers culled from 


the previous art Rift. 
Then we had them do a third study, this 


time of a person they liked very much— sweet­ 
hearts excluded, rn sll fairness— with relation 
to the same 91 traits. 
The group was deeply 
interested, as you may imagine, and the whcle 
program was carried out with rigorous and sci­ 


entific honesty. 


T 


H E nett step was a comparison of the I 30 


well liked persons as a group with the I 30 


disliked subjects. 
How many rn the last, and 
how many rn the first group possessed one or 
more of the 91 
“ dislike traits) 
lo other 
words, how true were these traits as unusual 
indicators as to whether an individual afflicted 


with them was apt to be liked or dunked? 
W e found, by the use of appropriate mathe­ 
matical deductions that there were, on the basis 
of tins research, 45 traits in winch die chances 
are only one in 740. at least, that they will not 
prove, in any given case, sound and me vita file 
causes of dislike. 
That is, it you possess one 
or more of them the dunces are si least / 40 
to one that ss s rule you will be disliked rather 


than liked by people you meet. 
Individuals knowing favorable traits about
